Seven amendments to be presented 
to Students' Society open meeting 



Seven constitutional amcnd> 
ments will l>e introduced at the 
Students' Society Open Meeting 
on Wednesday, November 27. 

Tliree of the amendments 
deal with the controversial issue 
of statutory grants to the under* 
graduate locieties. Two deal 
with Increased membership of 
the Students' Executive Council. 

Another amendment seeks to 
extend the sixty-five per cent 
nile regarding certain selected 
campus positions. 

Dally proposals 

Tho final two amendments 
are. procedural in nature. The 
first, proposed by the Managing 
Board of the McGill Daily, is 
a clarification of the procedure 
for submission of budgets to 
the SEC. The other, submitted 
by the PGSS, makes explicit 
the method of election of the 
representative from the. Faculty 
of Graduate Studies and Re- 
search. 

■ In the meantime, an SEC com* 
tnlttee is working to revise com* 
pictely the Students' Society 
constitution.' Deadline for ap- 
plication to this committee is 
today. Application forms may 
be obtained at the SEC. off ice. 
Statutory grant* 

The Managing Board of the 
AfcGilt Daily has proposed two 
constitutional amendments 
which, In effect, abolish the 
system of statutory grants 
whereby the undergraduate 
societies receive one dollar per 
student from the 15 dollars 
collected by the SEC. 

The Post-Graduate Students' 
Society, on the other hand, has 
proposed an amendment to pro- 
vide two dollars for the PGSS 



Trust Fund, in addition to the 
existing one dollar grant, from 
the SEC's statutory grant . 

The Trust Fund was set up 
by the PGSS to provide for a 
post-graduate students' home. 

Increase representation 

Two separate amendments 
seek to increase representation 
of the Faculty of Post-Graduate 
Studies and Research on Council 
from one member to two, and 
to give the .president - of , the 
Intemationar Students' Associa* 
tion a seat on Council. • 

The former amendment will 
be submitted by the PGSS. The 
latter was scheduled to be con* 



sidered at an open meeting last 
February which failed to attract 
the statutory quoruifa of 300 
•students. 

The amendment . regarding 
academic. requirements for cer* 
tain key campus positions was 
to be submittedjitOi;the;(same 
meeting. At presently according 
to Article VII of the consUtu* 
tion, no .student who has failed 
his year may be appobited or 
elected to certain key campus 
positions.

Union Grill Room 
losts student sit-in 
on box-lunch issue

Students staged a sit-down 
strike in the Union Grill Room 
yesterday at lunch time, protest* 
ing the regulation which asks 
students not to eat box lunches 
there. 

They stayed In the Grill Room 
singing to the accompaniment of 
a guitar, and refused to move 
when requested to by members of 
the Union Board of Managers. ' 

Ed Boulter, Chairman of tho 
Board of Managers, pointed out 
that there is a lounge available 
for students who bring box lunch* 
es, but they still refused to move. 

Elysc Weinberg, B.A. 3, one of 
the demonstrators, said she parti* 
cipated In the strike because "the 
Students' Union is for the stu* 
dents and I see no reason why I 
should be told where and when I 
should cat my lunch in my Union. 
I expect full service of the Union, 
since I pay fees for it." 

Another member of the group 
questioned the logic of the rule 
whereby "you can buy à ten cent 
coke and sit there for hours, yet 
you can't cat a box lunch there." 

Later, Boulter told the Daily 
that, in an effort to provide moro 
space in the grill room during tho 
peak hour from 1 to 2 pm, stu- 
dents eating box lunches, study* 
ing, or merely congregating were 
asked to use the Lounge. 

The Students' Union is définit* 
ely for all students and this being 
the case we cannot ['permit a few 
students to monopolize certain fa* 
elUtles," Boulter continued. "Sin* 
ce these are university students, 
supposedly mature, we expect them 
to be considerate and aware of 
other students." 

Demonstrators le.; remain 
Tho demonstrators^ s&!d^. that 
since they cat lunch in the'union 
everyday they would continue 
their grill room sit-in. In response 
to this Boulter said that "If neces* 
sary the Union Board of Managers 
will pass a by-law conceming this, 
but, I repeat, we feel that univer- 
sity students are mature enough 
so that we need not resort to 
such action. As a final step wo 
will be forced to report this and 
recommend action by the SEC."

Three impose 
eus fees; 
McGilB declines

McGill's Canadian Union of Stu- 
dents fees will not be increased 
this year. 

Sonny Gordon, Chairman of the 
Students' Executive Council, said 
the fees would remain at last year's 
level due to budgetary difficulties. 

Carlcton University this week 
became the third Canadian univer- 
sity to levy an additional per capi- 
ta eus fee. The other two uni- 
versities agreeing to the fee raise 
are the University of Alberta and 
McMastcr University. 

The voluntary increases in fees 
is due to a general agreement 
reached during the recent CUS 
National Congress at Edmonton. 
Several other Council Presidents 
agreed to support a fee increase, 
subject to the approval of the Stu- 
dent Councils of their respective 
universities.

The courage of our convictions 

We have in this country a rather curious legalistic 
document which we call our Bill of Rights. It Is curious 
In this respect! it was passed by Parliament during 
the term of the past government, and was supported 
by all parties in the house. And yet. this Bill has 
precious little legal power. 

It was passed, according to its promoters, to ex- 
emplify the spirit of freedom that has long been part 
of the traditions of this country. Although no one 
could, or dare, oppose the principle of such a bill, 
many saw it only as a political gambit for the soke 
of the party in power; neverthe|less, It received the 
necessary official support froih the House of Commons 
when it came time to cast votes. 

Supposedly, then, all political parties In this country 
support the principle of the basic freedoms which 
every school child learns at an early age. Supposedly, 
then, this Bill does exemplify the spirit of the people 
of Canada on questions of. personal choice or charac- 
teristic in our society. 

And indeed, the people of this country are highly 
sensitive when their social leniency Is questioned. We 
attack with words, if not with full thought, all cases 
of discrimination and unequal treatment which take 
place within our borders, and without. We are parti- 
cularly vehement in the latter case. Parliament is 
Intended to mirror these sentiments. 

This week, the General Assembly of the United 
Nations passed a motion imposing sanctions on oil 
shipments to South Africa because of that country's 
Inhuman apartheid policy. Canada abstained from 
the voting ... - 

Hold that line! 

The Montreal Star yesterday announced a price 
Increase of two cents per issue for the Monday to 
Friday issues, and from ten to fifteen cents on the 
Saturday issue. 

The move had to come; after a 114 day strike in 
New York last year, that city's papers had to up 
their prices in the face of rising costs. These costs, 
like Paris fashions, are a year late in reaching this 
country's metropolitan centres, but, like the snow, 
their tardiness introduces no doubts as to their 
inevitability. 

; But there are certain institutions In ttils World which 
hold the line. Li|ce the late Premier Duplessis and 
federal aid to education, like President De Gaulle and 
American-controlled nuclear arms, like' Elizabeth 
Taylor and long-term marriage, there are certiiln 
situations which,: in the course, of human events, 
prove to be irreconcilable. And McGIII, ever in the 
forefront, has such situation of . its own. 

No, we will not raise our price. We are undoubted- 
ly the only newspaper in th e 'w prl d which has reduced 
Its price by 40% since îî!^^ first published. The 
Daily will hold the line! ' 



Expansion — 
Not Dangerous 
Per Se 

sir: 

•There h a right approach to 
the planning of university ex- 
pansion and there is a wrong 
approach. I respectfully submit 
that you have taken the wrong 
approach in your recent editp 
orial "The Dangers of Expan- 
sion." In this, however, you are 
accompanied by many illustrl- 
oua "planning experts" in high- 
er education. May McGill be 
saved from such experts 1 

There ; Is a fundamentally 
wrong assumption made In ' the 
current discussions of university 
expansion. It Is implicitly as- 
sumed that ■ low- Etudent/staft 
ratio < would automatically lead 
to a high quality of education, 
or, conversely, that any Increase . 
in student/staff ratio would au- 
tomatically lead to im impair» 
ment In quality. This Is non- 
sense. It must be remembered 
that any comparative state- 
ments, about student/staff ratio 
have meaning only within spe- 
cific educational procedures and 
mode of utilization of the pro- 
fessor's time. If we were to de- 
velop methods of education that 
would make the most effective 
use of the professor's time; and 
were to give professors secret- 
arial and teaching assistants to 
look after the many clei^cal and 
administrative aspects of their 
work, we would very Ukëly be 
able to educate a vastly larger 
number of students than at pre- 
sent, and at the same time im- 
prove education and the scho- 
larly output of the faculty. 
(There are excellent large 
(state) universities (e.g., Unl- 
viersity of California at Berke- 
ley) and poor small universi- 
ties. Size is not a relevant vari- 
able In education.) 

. Any policy that seeks to limit 
student numbers solely on the 
basis of a fashionable student/ 
staff ratio is fundamentally un- 
sound. Sound decision about a 
university's admission policies 
would require a detailed study 
of the educational procedures 
to be employed. (With the use 
of student-led discussion groups, 
reading courses, and other new- 
er procedures that are now be- 
ing Introduced in many uni- 
versities, including McGill, it 
seems: possible to educate stu- 
"' dents : to' educate'' themselves — 
"a'forim of education that is like- 
ly to prevent students from be- 
coming obsolescent li) this fast- 
changing world.) 

;May I suggest Sir, that you 
and others ' concerned with thé 
future of McGUr try to yrork put' 
an expansion pblley. that rests 
more on the .'educational de- 
mands for the 2l8t Century and 
less on student/staff ratio, "co- 
hesive student spirit" or over- 
all university size.

I will not rely on the above

about reform, but rather, would 
like to make some suggestions. 

First, let us recognize that 
Redpath Library Is far from 
adequate as a university library 
In many respects. At this point, 
this statement is almost a tru- 
ism, and (we are told) that 
"things are being done" to solve 
some of the problems.

'camp hi Sbigapore, to Mrs.

Deeply affected by the 
hunger and suffering the atw 
la. the Asian 'countries,' Mrs. 
Hulvaney resolved to help de* 
pressed peoples eveiywherej^J 
• stimulathig a denund'-fotf' ' 
handicrafts. 

This plan exactly coinêldâ? 
with the ahns of the World 
University Service of Canada, 
and together they formulated 
the idea of having a travelling 
van selling articles from the 
countries which needed help. 
The first exhibit was of Indhn 
goods, solely, but the Treasure

two more vans were enlisted 
and the contributing countries 
have now reached thirty.

Association of University Pro- 
fessors and Lecturers. , 

It was founded hi Geneva in 
1920 iunder,, the naine European 
Student iRellef. It provided a 
channel through, which aid 
could be given to the students 
and professors In those coun- 
tries' which were suffering from 
the results' of the First World 
War. 

Since then WUS has grown, 
and expanded its work to the 
benefit of students and profes- 
sors in many countries. Today, 
it endeavours to encourage ad* 
minlstrators to improve facill* 
ties for higher education. It' 
provides scholarships and op- 
portunities for refugee students 
and professors. 

By establishing canteens, res- 
taurants, hostels, clinics, and 
sanatoria, the Service is able 
to raise health and living 
standards among the world stu* 
dent body. 

Canadian branch 

In 1939, the Canadian Com* 
mittce of the World University 
Service was formed. This 
branch of the service has active 
local committees working on 
most Canadian campuses, in- 
cluding that of McGllI. It 
sponsors a number of projects, 
and raises more than $30,000 
a year to help the international 
program. 

Annually, a bilateral inter- 
national seminar is héld in some 
foreign country, involving a 
selected group of Canadian stu- 
dents and professors. There is 
also a "Treasure Van" sale of 
international handicrafts o n 
each university campus, which 
will be held at McGill during 
the coming week. The service 
holds various national, regional, 
and local seminars and confe- 
rences, to discuss topics of con- 
cern to the university commu- 
nity in Canada an abroad.. 

Thus, this tntemational and. 
the Canadian ; Committee ilure^ 
able to aid students throughout?' 
the world, where no help would 
ordinarly be available.

CUSO, unique In this coun- 
try, it more than just another 
tet of Initials. The Canadian 
University Service Overseas 
Is perhaps most readily de- 
scribed as the Canadian equi- 
valent to the American Peace 
Corps,' with a difference. 

Unlike Its American counter- 
part, CUSO is a non-govcmmcnt- 
al organization established in 
1061 to promote schemes to 
send Canadians (o serve over- 
seas. Supported by various uni- 
versities and national and local 
. organUations, CUSO each year 
seeks out qualified university 
graduates to send abroad in re- 
sponse to specific requests by 
the proposed host country. 

Tlius, the CUSO represent- 
ative never forces himself upon 
the country to which he Is sent, 
but rather' arrives to fill a pre- 
vlously-felt need; The goodwill 
essential to all such undertak- 
ings is thus much easier to 
come by. 

Nor must the prospective rep- 
resentative be .experienced be- 
fore he is sent; his university 
degree is enough to begin with. 
The greatest need is'for teach- 

'crs, engineers, doctors, nurses, 
Its well as for trained personnel 
in other fields. The countries to 

■ which most representatives are 
sent are Ghana, India, Nigeria, 
Congo, and Jamaica. 

The emphasis is not only on 
serving, but also on learning. 
Don Davis, a recent McGlll grad- 
uate hi Science, and now serving 
in Nigeria, had the idea when 
he wrote to his Alma Mater re- 
cently : "I have my. hands ifull^ 
with the eth formWeinl " 



class. They have covered the 
syllabus and are now ready to 
conduct a review of the yearns 

work. It has been difficult to 
come on at this stage and be 
of much use.

Each appointée Is expected to 
serve a minimum of two years.

the teaching of French for the 
First Form classes and; will de- 
velop the programme In the 
time that I am here so that 
eventually, when the French 
First Formers reach 6th Form, 
it will be part of the curricu- 
lum." . • 

CUSO now has some ISO vo- 
lunteers serving across the 
world. They, like all CUSO vo- 
lunteers, were selected by the 
host country's government or 
concerned agency, upon the . re- 
commendation of a National Se- 
lection Committee in^ Canada. 
They all' went through an orient- 
ation program, presently con- 
ducted in Canada. Thére are 
hopes of establishing a similar 
introductory program in the 
host countries. 

Financial support for CUSO 
comes from universities and 
member organizations; these fl- 
.nances are vital, particularly to 
'cover - the "travel expenses of 
volunteers setting out to their 
assignments,' as well as return- 
ing. 

CUSO at McGlll is headed by 
Malcolm Bllncow, and further 
information can be obtained 
from him at RE. 3-1101. There 
is also an introductory meeting 
set for next Tuesday at 1 pm in 
^theJJnioni,SUon.j^.the mean-

Mike Taylor, director Francis M. Faragob, and 
the staff moved into Moyse Hall for^.the-ltul. ' 
phase of preparation. 

Wtiat induced tht Engllth Department to. 
prêtent this play ai its first production ' of . ; 
the year? Up until now the .Theatre of tht 
Absurd hat been .almost non-existent In the ^ 
Montreal area. It It du» to this attonithing 
lack. that the Englith Department hat choten 
what it iudged l>y. critics at the movement't. 
mott important play. Waiting for Godot. < In 
ttaglng the production. Director Faragoh hat 
attempted to bring out the characteristics of - 
the play which distinguish It from Hs coun* . 
ttrpartt. 

Ihlost of the plays in the Theatre of the 
Absurd have the tendency to portray man in 
all his indignity, and in a state of utter hope- 
lessness. Contrary to; this, Beckett shows a 
compassion for his characters which is pro- 
jected to the spectators; and wbilo the play \. 
\n its totality does not have the bland effcr*. 
vescence of a Mary Worth comic strip, neither 
does it descend into the darkest depths of 
despair. Throughout Beckett's masterpiece, the 
- audience perceives a ray of hope, which, al* ' 
though it varies in intensity, is always present. . 

The play itself, Is entitled by' Beckett, .'"a ' 
tragicomedy in two acts". It takes place on a 
country road, and the only scenery required 
Is a low mound and a tree. This barrenness 
In the setting is echoed in the sparscncss of 
the actors' costumes (which consist primarily 
of derbies and soiled suits), arid renders the 



.Job of the technical departments twice as 
difficult Anne Hhmo, setting and costume 

■ designer, arid James Winder, in charge of light-' 
ing, have had ^ to, face .the task of depicting 
barrenness artistically;' for two hours, without 
letting it appear barren. 

The cast of Walling for Godot calls for five 
distinct characters — Estragon and Vladimir, 
two tramps who aro waiting for the never-to- 
appear Godot; Lucky, the human pack-horse; 
Pozzo his man-of-the-world master; and a boy. 

Faragoh pointed out In an Interview that 
In choosing tha catt, he looked for natural co- 
. meidiant, who could timultaneoutly bo terlout 
; acton/ so that the tragedy and humanity of 
4|ie 'pley would not be lost to the audience. At 
the cast It to tmall and the demands of the 
production are so great, it wai extremely Im- 
portant that the playert bo able to work toge- 
ther. The chosen five, tha director believet, do 
not comply at all with the campus Image of 
"the actor". They are not in the least "arty" 
and the production hat proceeded without any 
flathes of temperament and in an orderly 
businesslike manner. - 

! - Christopher Burke, who^plays the part!>'of^ 
Estragon, is a third year Honours Economies'^ 
and;(Politicat^eienee.4tuderit: He Js known to 
McGIUiaris for his success in the 'English De- 
partriiérit /comic .plays,, havlqg held 'the. role

In the Interview which ap- 
peared In last week's Panora< 
ma,Jacqueline Richard,. tho dl* 
rtctrlci of the Boutique d'0p6< 
ra, stated that the alms of the 
. group were experimental and 
amateur. Judging from their 
first two productions, the stan- 
dard far surpasses amateur sta- 
_j,4Ùa,i ^except . perhaps In the fl- 
I^Mmctal sense. Indeed they have 
been worth paying money to 
see, unpaid "apprentices" or 
not. 

"Th^W^in;; and 
"The Stronger" 

The first production, com- 
prising WeisgoU's "The Stron- 
fl«r" and . Menottl'a "The Me- 
dium", was the greater and 
more pleasant surprise, being 
the Initial one. It was certain- 
ly astonishing that the Inaugu- 
ral performance should be so 
smoothly produced and attain 
successfully the Boutique's alms 
as expressed by Its founder, of 
uniting the elements of music,, 
dance, drama, lighting, and de- 
sign into one solid presenta- 
tion. Astonishing particularly, 
that an onlooker could be emo- 
tionally involved, an event all 
' too rare In opera. 

'The Sfronger" Is a Twelve- 
lone piece taken almost word 
for word, (In English) from 
' the one-act play by Strlndbcrg. 
The atonality is appropriately 
weird for the eerie, psycholo- 
gical tone of the work. Estelle, 
upon meeting her husband's 
former mistress, talks on and 
on, (quite unanswered by the 
woman) working herself to a 
dissonant climax, wherein she 
realizes, for, all her frustrated 
Jealousy, that she, the stronger, 
, has kept her man. Evelyn Max- 
^^ell, accomplished a harrowing- 
neurotic wife, although her 
vocal quality occasionally fell 
an effective note ^orltwo short 
of tho demanding 'range of the 
score. Cécile Vallée sat devot- 
vedly' songlcss and inanimate 
"•.throughout "the opera. Thé set, 
. timeless black hole lacerated ' 
.. byt horizontal white strings, aug- -. 
- m'éntéd the atmosphere; of de- 
pravity. 

"The Medium" is a musical 
hybrid which delves Into tho 
quasi-supernatural. It is almost 
an emotional binge, were it not 
for' the poignant presence of 
spiritualism and the supreme- 
ly expert way in which it was 
performed, especially by the 
lead Fernande Chiochto, ail un- 
. believably accomplished ama- 
teur. • . 

Mile Chiochlo has, in fact 
been Involved In some profes- 
sional work. Apart from ap- 
pearing quite regularly* at Au 
Lutin qui Bouffe, she last year 
sang the solo contralto part in 
Mozart's "Requiem" with the 
Disciples de Massenet and at 
the Montroi»! Fc'«'"-' i"-* ■"•->- 
mer took tho lead role in ilas- 



scnct's Werther. In tliat pro- 
duction she portrayed a poised 
and beautiful young woman, a 
part which required not only 
high style but tremendous po- 
wer in Its histrionic climax It 
was all the more impressive 
therefore that she was in "The 
Medium", a slatternly, impove- 
rished middle-aged woman. 

And if her power was notable 
in the large Comédie Canadien- 
ne, in tho 99-seat theatre of the 
Boutique, It was .oyerwhclming," 
Invoking an almost tragic sense

of fear and pity limited only 
by the melodrama of the ope- 
ra. Nor was it affected by lack 
of vocal control — it is never 
an annoying noise that one can- 
not escape. She has the poten- 
tial of a great singer. 

I'he rest of the production, 
although it could not match the 
virtuosity of Its lead performer, 
certainly supported her well. 
It was here that elements of 
art combined. The mute servant 
salvaged by the medium was

reographic factor was worked 
smoothly into the action. The 
supporting cast was of high 
enough caliber to sustain the 
dramatic tension created by 
Mile Chiochlo, but none of the 
voices stood out In contrast to 
hers, except, perhaps, that of 
the young girl Monica, played 
by Louise Lebrun, whoso wist- 
ful,~ghost .song behind the cur- 
tàln was indeed affecting. 



The overall musical direc- 
tion by Jacqueline Richard, the 
Boutique's founder, realized the 
capacities of each of the per- 
formers and graded the em- 
phasis on each part accordingly, 
thus giving the production a 
firm and secure continuity, 
(abetted indeed by her piano 
accompaniment.) Roland Laro- 
che's stage direction aided this 
continuity in its fluid and al- 
ways motivated movement. 
Pierre Morelti's set was realis- 
tic In welcome contrast to his 
set for "The Stronger", but no 
less ingenious. It suggested, 
with necessary economy of ma- 
terial... rags to be exact... a 
dilapidated and -mysterious sin- 
gle room. 

■ "Oir Schauspleldirektor" and 
"L'Oca del Cairo" 

. ' ■ 

The ' multi-lingual aspect of 
this company is certainly esta- 
blished in its present "Homma- 
ge a Mozart" : "Der Schauspiel- 
dlrektor" Is sung in German,, 
with dialogue in French, while. 
"L'Oca del Cairo" is completely 
In. Ralian, ' (the last production 
having been in- English and 
French). If they are less effec- 
tive — dramatically — it is be- 
cause Mozart's high artificiali- 
ty is somewhat foreign to us 
and more difficult to sustain 
than Menottl. 

"Der Schautpleldirektor" is a 

showcase for flashy sopranos. 
Yet chorèogrçpby^and acting 
have ohoefagaiii^been ' blended 
In, the former, by means of a 
pair of piquant set-changers, 
the latter by the, subtlety of en- 
vious glances between the com- 
peting shigers. Of the two, Cé- 
cile Vallée was ' by the more 
successful. Besides being a de- 
lightful ingenue, she conquer- 
ed the treacherous score admi- 
rably. 

She would V have dominated 
"L'Oca del Cairo" as well, had 
not Napoléon Blsson's indomi- 
table voice and presence stolen 
his scenes. He is an excellent 
"buffo" singer and actor. With 
the others, Mile Vallée was su- 
perb, particularly in duct with 
George Morgan's pleasant, re- 
laxed tenor, (a rarity), and 
even'morcso in quartet. Jn fact 
the part singing was the high- 
light of the whole evening, as 
perhaps it is In the opera It- 
- self. Once again the direction, 
by Charlotte Boisjoll and Mo- 
nik Grenier was firm and clear, 
the sets by Marcel Huard imagi- 
native .and commendably ele- 
gant, despite the'loW''h^dget. 

The Boutique i d'Opéra is ful- 
filling Its goal, in giving artists 
operatic experience, and excee- 
ding them by -presenting opera 
a professional quality. One^docs.i 
not need the excuse of this be-. 
Ing the only opera in' Montreal, 
to go and sec the Mozart operas; 
they arc worth seeing for their 
, own merits, .before Sunday, 
' Nov. 24,~at $1.00. Mme Richard 
and protégés are to be compli- 
mented. 



American 
Ballet Theatre 

The American Ballet Theatre 
is an unpolished but pleasant 
troupe of young dancers. The 
main Impression one carries 
away from the evening perform- 
ance at least, is that the star 
performers, in 'particular Tonl 
Lander, have reached a much 
higher peak of performance 
than the rest of the company. 
This does not make for a cohes- 
ive troupe as the corps de bal- 
let often lags sadly behind. 

Tho opening number featured 
concerto with music by Mendel- 
ssohn. -This was a very light 
classical piece with no rtsal 
meaning serving mainly to in- 
troduce the dancers. We felt 
ihat the dance would have pro- 
fited by the Injection of some 
concrete theme. Aside from an 
awkward tumble taken by, one 
of the featured dancers, (from 
which she recovered smiling 
and graceful) the effect of this 
performance was pleasing 
enough. 

After a short intermission tho 
show continued with the longer 
main number of the evening — 
Billy the Kid. This almost mo- 
dern ballet pantomine was an 
abrupt departura from the 
former cfisslcal style of the 
previous ballet. The movements 
were interpretative and for the 
mbst part ably danced. 

In eleven episodes tho ballet 
'depicts the pioneering of .the 
West as illustrated in the life 
of Billy the Kid, the notorious 
outlaw born at the close of the 
Civil War. The first episode 
sliows the pioneers — grey bon- 
neted women, barroom belles, 
square jawed settlers and gun 
toting badmcn — pushing west- 
ward. The next nine episodes 
feature adventures in the Kid's 
life and finally his death at the 
hand of his best friend. 

For the most part the dancers. 

■ perform and interpret well. The 
costumes were representative 
and the scenery, consisting' of 
a simple backdrop of long cacti 
outlined against a bleak sky, did 
a good job of conveying the 
proper atmosphere. * ' " 

Howevcr£^||^alIet was not- 
coherent;'.tMTSambers were too 
episodic and 'Jerky in parts. The 
effect of fluidity; which is im- 
portant in. this type of arrange- 
ment was: lacking. And the fi- 
gure in purple , who '. was suppos- 
ed 'to be Billy's sweetheart had 
such an incongruous efféct in 
her ballet slippers and flowing 
skirt beside ; the, other heavily 
booted^ahd-; appropriately cloth- 
ed performers, that it was hard 
to dispel- the notion- that, per- 
haps she>had walked pd. in tho 
wrong performance.; Her:', danc; 
ing in the scene 'whére'ÇillyVis 
drean)lng of. her, \vas;!ûnisteàdy 
and awkward. 

What followed In the final 

■ third of Uie evening was a vir- 
tuoso performance, of Etudes. 
This pictorial -rr representation 
of dancers' careers from chil- 
dren at the bar to the pure, 
forms of Romantic ballet, was 
an excellent medium to' expose 



the technical skill of the com- 
pany. It was here that the en- 
tire troupe showed the heights 
they could reach. Especially 
outstanding was Tonl Lander, 
Richard Beatty who was put in 
at the last minute in place of 
Noyes Fernandez, and Gayle 
Young. 

Certain effects were interest- 
ing and beautiful — the lighting 
that focused on the dancers' 
legs as they practised at the 
bar, the mirror-like effect as 
Tonl Lander danced opposite 
several images of herself. As 
the dancers showed more diffi- 
cult steps, tho costume became 
increasingly- ornate and tho 
lighting more complicated until 
we were left with a china doll 
romantic effect of pure ballet 
skill.

What is this world coming 
to7 1 Remember Pat Boone, the 
ali-American, . clean-cut, boy 
next door :.type who supposedly 
wouldn't kiss girls in any of his 
movies. Well — In The Main 
Attraction, he not only smokes, , 
drinks, and kisses girls but he 
sleeps with them! 

In this film we do not find 
the wholesome young man we 
have come to expect in Pat 
Boone movies. The hero of this 
movie is a tough guy. You can 
tell he's totigh because he wears, 
a leather jacket with- the collar 
turned up and.-he chews gum. 
These are the only ways 'you 
can tell he's tough because Mr.' 
Boone's acting leaves much to 
be desired. Perhaps the pro- 
ducers kept this in mind when 
they chose his leading lady and 
didn't want t» use anyone who 
might up stage our hero. If so, 
their choice was a wise one. In 
most cases Nancy Kwan's acting 
is just as, or even more, ama- 
teurish than Boone's. 

The plot, what there is of a 
plot, deals with an American 
singer (Boone) , who joins a 
circus In Italy. One might 
expect that' with Europe and a 
circus ^ as setting tliere would 
at least be some colourful shots 
of the scenery but tliis is too 
much to hope for. The photo- 
graphy is quite static and a 
couple of the scenes employ the 
most obviously phony backdrops 
since HERCULES. 

One more warning. Pat Boone 
breaks into song at regular In- 
tervals throughout the movie.

"iloral Rearmament is not a 
movement. It is not a politi- 
cal philosophy. It is not a prcs- 
turc group. It is a challenge, 
a challenge to everyone in the 
world today who cares about 
the future of mankind." The 
source of this rather sweeping 
statement was an English* 
speaking spokesman for the cast 
and crew of the Latin Ameri- 
can student production of El 
Condoo- playing at the Comé- 
die Canadienne ' from Novem- 
ber 12-20. 

Condor, as the show is af- 
fectionately called by those 
who are closest to it, is cer- 
tainly a challenge to the re- 
viewer. .The script was written 
in three days by students from 
the University of San Marco in 
Lima, Peru, during a worldwide 
Moral Rearmaipent conference 
in Quitandinha, Brazil (some- 
where in the neighborhood of 
Rio de Janeiro). 

El Condor contains fifteen 
scenes, two acts, and a cast of 
characters numbering some- 
thing like sixty-three. Not all 
of these sixty-three actors and 
•actresses are given dialogue 
tboughr nearly .eveiybodyjgetai|Q 
'a%cIianeé3to>8t^Â8omëthin||In|^ 



the general congratulatory ora- 
tory which follows the final 
curtain call). . 

Tho$e who do, silently mouth 
their lines onstage in Spanish 
or Portuguese, while a tape re- 
cording transmits their speech- 
es to the audience through the 
lips of otheriiicbDnilnM^ 
ficient in'the!(Iangu«^ppB 
country. So far: they" have made; 
use of this system in Italy and 
French Switzerland, and are 
hoping to take the Condor to 
the United States and Russia. 

In a country which already 
has two languages, the whole 
thing becomes more complicat- 
ed. They solved the problem at 
the Comédie Canadienne by 
renting twenty-five cent dcou- 
leurs (just plug it into the 
little holes in the. back of your 
" seal) to those members of the 
audience unable to benefit from 
the reasonably realistic French 
tape which was broadcast 
throughout Uie theatre while 
the actors went through their 
motions onstage. 

Unfortunately the English 
translation, was considerably 
less realistic, since it must have 
jiiecn a little difficult for even 
ithe? most capable actor and 
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actress to successfully portray 
all sixty-three male and female 
parts in one evening. At any 
rate, the two anonymous voices 
whispering and occasionally 
shouting in one's ear sounded 
so much lilte the first run- 
through at a rehearsal for a ve- 
ry low-budget radio play that 
they frequently seemed to bear 
very little relation to the ac< 
tlon taking place on the stage. 

Not that the action was that 
hard to follow. Gestures told a 
lot. They also indicated a lot 
of things which would have 
been belter left unrcvcalcd, 
nice the utter Ignorance of stage 
movement exhibited by most 
of the actors. Admittedly, bloc- 
king for that many people is not 
an easy task, but there arc se- 
veral better tilings for an actor 
to do than emphasize his every 
point with a thrust of the index 
finger, especially when his el- 
bows appear to be permanently • 
fastened to his sides. 

. El Condor is set in an imagi- 
nary country called Ijitinia, 
and recounts the manner in 
which an imaginary corrupt 
dictator called Don Pedro do 
Castillo y Granados morally re- 
arms himself 'and his country, 
and sets several students of 
both sexes and factions (Capi- 
talist and Communist), his two 
sons, his prospective daughter- ■ 
inlaw, his wife, and a suspi- 
ciously Macnamara-like Ameri- 
can envoy, on the road to right- 
thinking (i.e. no liquor, no ci- 
gars, no corruption in govern- 
tiient, and no unsupervised sex). 

' After thelBnudlian premiere 
on May Ï3th ;(thé anniversary 
.of the faboliUbn of slavery in 
Brazil), >-i962, :-the':Show was 
presented' " approximately 60 . 
times to approximately 5 mil- 
lion people,' including the^home 
audiences reached on^eveij^.^ohe ,. 
of the thirteen Umcs ltîWas-te--: 
Icvised in Latin America, be-_ 
fore going on tour. It is one of 
their proudest claims that' the 
Brazilian . premiere of this 
"avant-oarde play" expressing 
"our vision for Latin America" 
was attended by Richard 
Nixon's mother. 

El' Condor may be a challen- 
ge. But it is not a play. It is a 
tract. And a poorly-dramatized 
tract, at that.,; '

Drummer Art Blakey and the' Jazz Messengers 
were heard Sunday afternoon In concert at Loyola 
College Auditorium, delighting an audience (comprised 
mostly of students) with- their swinging sounds. The 
Messengers group to which local listeners have recent- 
ly been exposed is in essence quite different from that 
of five years ago. Hôrace Silver, Benny Golton and the 
other jazz greats nurtured in the Blakey tradition achiev- 
ed maturity within a musical framework of, light arran- 
gements ,with open solo space, and what in fact ini- 
tially made the Messengers sound so unique Was this 
balance of ensemble and solo aspects. But perhaps due 
to the fact that the current stdernen are all so thorough- 
ly energetic and accomplished, Sunday's offerings were 
for the most part virtuosic showpieces. Only a rhyth- 
mically fluctuating "Moon River" and the wild accom- 
panying riffs on every piece recalled the colourful en- 
semble arrangements of earlier days. The riffs were, 
applied to best advantage In the combination of trom- 
bone and trumpet behind tenor, intensifying the usually 
wailing sound of Wayne Shorter. 

Each sideman was given a solo, and some carried 
off their numbers superlatively (e.g. trombonist Curtis 
Fuller on his arrangement of "The Wee Small Hours" 
and Freddie hlubbard on his own tunes, "Thermo" and 
"Aeres"), and a couple with sometimes fumbling stabs 
at "groove" music (e.g. Shorter and pianist Cedar Wal- 
ton). A highlight of . the afternoon was Reggie Week- 
man's beautifully organized bass solo on "Mbanih", 
Freddie fiubbard once again asserted his claim to fu- 
ture ranking with the foremost jazz trumpeters, by vir- 
.'tuefoifraVoomb .of technical mastery, drive and 
Innaginbtioiv unmatched by any other of the new mu- 
sicians. The ageless drummer did not, as was once his 
wont, infuse^àlythe music, with his personality. But 
although he fatted 'to rescue a ballad set from insipidi- 
ty, Blakoy took an explosive solo during the up-tempo 
second set that briefly revived his former beliop fer- 
vour and his passionate commitment to African rhythms. 

Blakey and* the Messengers^can be heard at The ' 
Penthouse this week-end, to be followed all of next 
week by the Art Farmer-Jim Hall Quartet, bringing to- 
gether a couple of formidable lyricists ... La Tete de 
L'Art reverts to its [azz policy this weekend, with The 
Lee Gognon band opening and Lambert, Hendricks and 
Bavan 'toking over next. . . The upstairs club at Lindy's 
is now owned and operated by bassist Charjie Biddle, 
who leads the house trio, which includes ..drummer 
Charlie Duncan and- featuring the superb' guitarist Nel- 
son Symonds . . . When Jay Barker reopens the lounge 
atop Dunn's In the near future; baritone saxophonist 
Pepper Adams will be the opening attraction, bringing 
with him Thdd Jones (trumpet), and Hank Jones (pia- 
no).

The plot and the meaning of 
the play arc enormously more 
complex than this brief account 
may make it appear. Sartre, 
using the appropriate vehicle 
of a raving madman calls the 
.whole raee of. man to trial. -His 
accusations -and charges fly out 
wlth/blihdihg rapidity and the 
enormity 'of the play's implica- 
tions are staggering. But Sartre' 
is a master of the theatre and 
his ideas are never crudely 
forced iipon the audience. In 
the last act the two main 
streams of the play — the do- 
mestic quarrel on the one hand 
and the moral issue on the other 
— are united into a raging 
dramatic torrent. Here is dra- 
matic art of the highest calibre, 
in all possible senses of the 
term. We are left with an evcr- 



■ The movie "The Cohdemned 
of Altona" now playing at the 
Westmount Theatre, is supposed 
to have been inspired by Jean- 
Paul Sartre's play of the same 
name. I doubt it. Sartre's play 
may not have been a great play 
(and this writer, on one reading 
feels that it is), but it could ne- 
ver have "inspired" this movie. 
Perhaps what did inspire the 
producer (Abby Mann) was his 
apparent success in "Judgment 
at Nuremburg". Perhaps he now 
thought that "Judgment at Nu- 
remburg" made him the un- 
challenged expert on the Ger- 
man guilt problem? Perhaps he 
thought that Sartre needed his 
(Abby Mann's) help in inter- 
pretation? Perhaps he even 
thought that he was a great 
scriptwriter? . . ..

Sartre's play is a stark, tortu- 
ous, and neo-Gothie monster. It 
may be lacking in conventional 
theatrical realism, so that wo 
seldom feel or suffer for its 
characters, but this lack is made 
to seem almost irrelevant in 
light of the tremendous power 
of its ideas. The movie on the 
other hand seems nothing more 
than an ill-digested regurgita- 
tion of some of Sartre's lines, 
with none of the play's wealth 
of tenisions, ' surprises and 
climaxes. 

The hero Is a half-mad 20th 
century figure of sin, a young 
German soldier who at the end 
of the last war has locked him- 
self away in an attic room for 
13 years. He is living with guilt. 
In an, encounter at Smolensk ho 
tortured two prisoners, and ho 
now refers to himself with the 
grandiose title of "The Butcher 
of Smolensk". But we soon see

Graham, is communication; let 
us but read one another's books, 
and we will have solved it 
Symptomatic of Mrs. Graham's 
attitude is the fact that she 
uses the word "nation", five 
times, four of them with refe- 
rence, to the "Anglo-French na- 
tion." Mrs. Graham's - last two 
letters, somewhat unexpectedly, 
reveal her true attitude towards 
Confederation. She believes 
in a bilingual, unitary state 
with the least possible provin- 
cial autonomy. Her reason is 
that she feels Quebec is Incapa- 
ble of governing Itself, and she 
ascribes to the Federal Govern* 
ment, "the white man's bur- 
den". How. she intends to per- 
suade two .. English . Canadian 
businessmen'ftworking' for an 
American -finn in .Vancouver to 
speak Frencb/ls notât all clear, 
especially not In the light of her 
opinion that, "the number .of 
people who* can master a sec- 
ond language thoroughly... Is 
pretty minimal In any country."

Coaches Carl Schwende and George Tulley will have 
to make up the rest' of the slx«man squad from members 
of the Fencing Club, many of whom are out for their first 
year.
